Among the Reports read on Wedneaday at the
Corvention of delegates from the various Reforma-
tory Institutions, one of the most interesting waa
that from the Chicago Reform School. Many of the
other eimilar Institutions in various parts of the
country bave evidently fallen into—what is the
especial danger of such eatablishments—a too penal
mode of administration. Men of & hard disposition
nre ocennionally placed at the bead of them; or it
is found to require much less effort and thought to
punish a difficult subject than to plan for his re-
formation. A contracted economy puts in inferior
Buerintendents; and, in charitsble institutions
s elsewbere, the narrow.minded and dull are
most often  emel, In  many cities,  the
House of Nefuge is really a house of
punisbment, and differs from & prison only in the
somewhat better order and method. It has all the
horduess, all the disgrace, of a prison, and the
courts come finally to commit to ite charge only
the comvieted, and not the unfortunate or vagrant,
lisble to erime, ns was the original purposc,

Tte Chbicago Reform School is illustrious as bav-
ing applied a prineiple in its government new to
most of our Americau Reformatories—the appeal
tu the sense of bonor and to the emulation of its
subjects.  All the woild knows what wonderful
efli ote bave been wrought at Mettrai on the French
gaming and couviet-boys by the free application of
this prineiple. Mr, Nichols, the Superintendent of
the Chicago Sebool, bas the eredit of baving initiated
itin America, His Inst tution, supported by a eity
tax at an annusl expense of only 3,600, has beea
in cperation new some eighteen months, fur the
treatment of vagabonds and eriminals, who sre al-
ready gathering in that young city—s class as idle;
filthy snd ungoverned, probably, as in any of our
larger towns,  There buve been under its charge
104 boys and one girl. During ail this time, no cor-
poresl punishment bas been used; oo bars or bolts
have been necessary:  eversthing bas been thrown
open, the boys being even sometimes permitted to
visit the city; and though the Institution bns been,
during sowe of the time, through want of funds,
placed in the same building with a slaughter-house,
only & very small number of the boye have run
Away,

Mr. Nichols haa established grades of houor,
which draw after them substantial benefits. The
School i divided into sowme five classes, each class
Laving five grades, The filth grade in the first
¢lnss in tLe Lighest, and the name of the lad who
gaiue it is registered iu & peculiar book of honor—
the **Ied Book.,” He sits, with his class, at a
sepnrate table; they bave a more choice diet, if
there happen to be luxuries in the bouse: and they
alone nre allowed to visit the city. It needs at
least fifteen weeks of exemplary conduet and of in-
dustry to reach any place in this class. Each clasa
has its own table. If a boy is degraded to the
fourth class, be loses his play. If ke be the Jowest
on the fifth, Lis diet is bread and water; the next
higher gives him everything except meat and
~offeg; the next allows him coffee, and se on.

Nichols laboriously seeks aleo to earry out that
ides, Hesnd bis family eat with the boys; they
go together on excureions; they wineralize to-
gether, and st table he eitber tells a story or
one of them with s good voice givea s song,  The
greatest and most disgraceful punishment, as he
quietly states, which the hardest of the boys most
dreads, is for * the Superintendent to take the
“hread and water as o substitute for a hardened
“eulprit.” This, bowever, is enly employed in
extreme cases.

The whole institution has lardly been long
enough at work to judge of its final effects, but
we do not believe there is another Reformatory in
the United States which eould let & dozen of ita
large boys go off for a visit to s city, and ever
expeet to see them all again,  * The more we give
“them, trusting to their honer, the mere honor
* they show," writes the Superintendent,  During
the last six months, in which they have had the
least restraint, there have been the fewest escapes.
What & step in advance does this method show
over the usual mesns of discipline—the bolts nud
cells and whippings? It proves what ealightened
benevolence has so long been laboring to make
manifest, that the charncters most nnder debasing
iufluences are still susceptible of an appeal to the
higher sentiments. It seems bard for the world to
be couvineed that the outeast vagabond has yet bis
tender and generous side. Higher principles are
forever being preached, and  forever  the
gusrdians  of these institusions fall  back
into the old mistake of treating man like a brute,

We do not suppose we do Mr. Nichols's instita-
‘ien & certain serviee by thue esiling attention to it.
As soon a8 it becomes eminent, it may possibly be-
comue useless.  The beauty of such works as his, is
their guict, unubtrusive character. When they are
public affairs, snd nre bepraised and flattered, and
furever in the public eye, they are in grest danger
of being irjured. Charity, ke Religion, grows best
out of sight of the w orld. Stll, at this risk, it is
wall for all engaged in labors for the eriminal and
neglected classes, to know of such an experiment,
sud we trust ite generous principles of moral ad-
ministration will be more widely appreciated, if
ot gl'nl‘rnny udnplw'.

The United States Post-Office is such a perpetual
aud persistent offender—such a perennial fountain
of blunders, stupidities, mennnesses aod petty tyr-
sunies—that (to borrow s scntence feom Macaulay's
refutation of Mill) a man vught no more to be
proud of provieg it to be bad than of having twe
legs. About once in & week there sceumulates
npon our table a pile of letters from all parts of the
Free States, in which the writers detail the lneon-
veniences to whieh, in eommon with their neigh-
bors, they Lave been subjected.  Sometimes, when
8 villsge is so paradisiscally happy, and sueh a
“aweet Auburu” of & place, ss to eoutain no Demo-
crat who can be made Postmaster, presto goes the
ffice three or five miles off, to a locality more mis-

cellanecua in its population. Sometimes, whea &
Postmaster is vbligivg snd popular in s Republiean
ermmupity, the Department seems to sssume
that be cannot, on that very secount, be faith-
ful, nnd a decapitating uknse is sent from Wasb-
ington. A great many people write to us to com-
plain that their Postmasters will never give offense,
in the last pamed respect, to their superiors, but
are daily proving themselves to be model Demo-
crats by their porcine, ursine, asinie and mulish
bebavior, their prioeipal business being to
“ worrit” to the borders of destruction everybody
who has & letter to send or a letter to receive.
Scmetimes the Postmsster gets drank.  Some-
times he eannot read. Sometimes he is &0
stupid that be eannot tell & Spanish quaster from a
seven dollar bill. Of course, smong so many offi-
cers, there are a great wony bonorable exceptions;
& great many who are intelligent and obliging and
methodical; a great many who fill their places as
well as the Department will let them. Fortunate
are these, if they escape badgerings, rebuke and
removal,

All the communications of the charaeter to which
we bave alluded we caunot publish; for most of our
correspondents, being exceedingly wroth, are also
exceedingly verbose, and oocasionally lapse into
what the big-wige would declare to be libelous.
We hope that those who may hereafter write to us
will obeerve the follpwing rules: 2

1. e hrief,

2, Do not vmit the County and State from which
you are writing.

3. Write upon one side only of a sheet of papar.

The reasen for
abolishing the office was that there wasmo Demo-
cratin the place who wauted it snd who waa fit for
it, The citizens bave held a meeting, in which
the whole aflair is desouneced as a piece of partisan
trickery.

Case 111.—In a town in Illinois, a correspondent
writes to us that a Postmaster has been appointed
who is & notorions drunkard; who not long ago
turned bis family out of doors, emashed all the
feemiture, and burned his wife's clothes; who has

We notice that there is more than the nsual ex-
citement in regard to the probable price of shis
year's clip of Wool. The opinionis gegerally prova.
leat smong the farmers that the price will be sori-
ounly affected by the operation of the new tarifh,
which makes all wool free that costs twenty
cents or under at the port of embarkation. If in.
voices are honestly made, this alteration will not
materially affect the finer wools that have hereto-
fore formed the bulk of the productien in the
United States. The competing wools are the Aus-
tealisn, and part of the South American, which
correspond to oar merisoes. Those wools are now
comparatively bigher in London than ia New-York;
#0 much &0, indeed, that it will be aa object for
manufactarers to purchase our wools at prices in
advance of lnst year.

The change which has beea going on in the farm-
ing of the older States since 1340 bas been more
marked in sheep husbandry than soy otber branch.
From 1840 to 1850, the total inerease in the num-
ber of sheep was not far frum five millions, while
the decresse was sbout three millions, leaving the
actual inerease at only some two millions in the ten
years, whereas by the natural law of increase the
entire stock sbould kave been at least doubled. The
decrcase was in the older States, most of it in New-
Eugland aud New-York, and almost eutirely in fine-
wooled sheep. In the State of New-York alone,
since 1340, the decrease exceeds four millions, and
there were not as many sheep in this State in 1355
us in 1521, Sinee 1250, there bas becn no sensible
increase in any State, while there Las been during
the last three years a decrease in Ohio and Michi-
gan.  But the lowest point bas probably been
resched in the older States. The fine-wooled
sheep bave been exterminated, sud the ecarse-
wooled mutton sheep are now fast taking their place.
We may benceforth look for o gradual increase in
numbers, and a large inerease in the amount of
meat brought to market, It ™ this kind of woal
that will be most affected in price by the introdue-
tion of free wool. The quantity, however, at pres-
ent is not large, and eanuot be materially affected
this year, por until foreign wool markets show s
decling from preseut prices.

The elip of this year will not be equal to that of
the last, so that no surplus can be acenmulated and
held over to bear down prices, ner is there now
any surplus for dealers or manufascturers to fall
back upon. The only means they have to frighten the
farmers into low prices, will be to make them belicve
that large stocks of fureign wool are to be brought
in at low prices under the wew tarif.  We hope no
farmer will be duped by any such story, for, if told,
it will be & sheer fabrication, The present price of
woul in all the foreign wool markets renders the
whole thing morally impossible,

The price of the finer grades of wool has ad-
vanced from 10 to 20 per cent. in all the Gernan
warkets over the last year's prices. The German
wools are so high that the English find it diffioult
to get & supply thers, and are thrown upon the
better grades of colonial, and bhave thereby eo-

banced the valua of all grades of Cape and Austrs-
lian wools, as well as the better grades of Bouth
American. If it wers not for the unsatisfactery
condition of the market for woolen goods, the price
of wool, owing to the decreased production, woald
rule bigher in this market than for many years
past. So preearious and unsatisfactory has been
the market for some two or three years that the
manufacturing has net increased; for, while our
own clip has pot increased, the importations of
wool for the past year have fallen off nearly five
millions of pounds as compared with the three past
eATs. :

: There is no good reason why the farmers shonld
dispose of their wool at any less price than they ob-
tained last year. The ratea at which it would be
safe to sell, should be, for

are only for wool in prime condition, clean, well
put up, aod light.

Mr. Charles Upbam, at present 8 member of the
Senste of Massachusetts, took occasion of the dis-
cussion in that body of the resolves for a contin-
gent grant of pecuniary aid to Kansas, to favor the
public with a very elaborate historical dissertation
un the subjeet of territorial cessions by the States
and the ordinance of 1757, m which, however, he
falls into some remarkable mistakes,

He represents it as the sole difference between
the Anti-Slavery proviso originally offered by Mr.
Jefferson in 1554, and that adopted in 1757 on the
wotion of Mr, Dane, that the latter was rendered
palatable to the alaveholders by having aanexed to
it a proviso for the surrender of fugitive slaves,
whenee Mr. Upbam insists upon regarding the
ardinanee of 1757 as a compact between the slave-
Lolding and non-slavebolding States, by which the
South agreed to be satisfied with the future restrie-
tion of Slavery to the States in which it then
existed, in consideration of the agreement of the
North to allow the reclamation of fugitive slaves
within their limits,

But in laying the foundation for this conclusion,
upon which Mr, U'pham appears to pride himself
as 8 great historical discovery, be makes
two  singular oversights.  The  proviso as
originally offered by Jefferson extended to all the
Western territory—both that already ceded north
of the Ohio, and that which Virginia, the Carclinas
and Georgin were expected to cede south of the
Ohiog whereas Danes's proviso extended only to
the territory north of the Obio; and we are io-
clined to think that it was this difference—this
leaving all the territory south of the Ohio out of the
provise—which reconciled the Southern members
to vote for it. It was, in fact, a territorial eompro-
mise preciscly similar to that made afterward,
in 120, with relation to the territory west of the
Missinsippi.

But the blunder into which Mr. Upham, under
the delusive idea of a great historical and consti-
tutional discovery, has suffered himself to fall re-
specting the rendition of fugitive slaves, is still
more glaring. The provision on this subjeet con-
tuined in the ordinance of 1757, so far from giving
to the slaveholders, as Mr. Upham seems tosuppose,
a right of reclsiming their fugitive slaves any
where in the Free States, is expressly limited in
terms to a reclamation within the territory north
of the Ohio, It has indeed been conjectured with
plansibility that the clause on the subject of the
rendition of fugitives from service now contained
in the Foderal Constitution, was borrowed by its

‘ramers 70 oauee of 1757, which had
framers from the orm s

been adopted o liftle whila beroid; bt if

was to give to it an entivly new sppiottion, and
an extension which, as it eould not have been for-
seen by the members who voted for the ordinance,
could not possibly have served sa any inducement
for consenting to the probibition of Slavery north
of the Oliv,

Nut content with stripping poor Mr. Dane of all
the credit of the Anti-Slarery proviso for the bene-
fit of Mr. Jeflerson, Mr. Upham seems anxious to
fix upen bim the eternsl stigma of the authorship
of the slave.catching clause, For such a stab nu-
der the fifth rib ns this, the proof produced by Mr.
Upham that the Anti-Slavery proviso as it stands
was really offered by Mr, Dane, the original draft
of it in bis own handwriting being now in the pos-
session of Col. Foree, must be tuken as a very un-
satisfactory equivalent.
